carth (as the Aſtronomers over heaven) place fifcirckeb, as 
the EquinoQtial,ſo called, becauſe night and day are over the 


whole carth off one length whenſoever the Sondoth come in 
this circkel » which thaboutthe 21* of March, and 
the 23 ® of Sc « Thiscirckelisalſo called Equator, to 


which when the Sunne commeth, it makerh the dayes & the 
nights cqual ; the Marriners of the lowe doe call it 
the middel-line, becauſe it doth divide the face of the carth in 
two cqual , whereof one tendethtowards the North , 
and the other towards the South , & fo it is the very middle be- 
twixt the Northern and Southern lines or Poles. The othcris 
called Tropicus Cancri,or the Sunne turning of the Crab» be- 
cauſe the Sunne when it commeth tothis c:rkel about the 21 ® 
of Junc, beginneth to turne towards the Equator,and then it is 
the longeſt day to thoſe wholive in the north, andthe ſhorteſt 
tothoſc wholive inthe South from the Equator : this circkels 
fituated 23 degrecs 314 minutes Northward fromthe middcel- 
line, The third is tearmed Tropicus Capricorni, or a Suone- 
turning ofthe figne in the heaven, called Capricorne , becauſc 
the Sunne;, when it comme to thiscirckel , which is abour the 
22 * of December, beginneth to turnc and to klimbe towards 
the Equator ; and then it is contrary as before, the ſhorteſt day 
to thoſe who live in the North, andthel to thoſc who 
live inche South ofthe mid-line : and this figne is ſituated 2 3 
degrees,z14 minuitsin the South ofthe AquinoQial. The 4* 
is called Circulus A:Qicus, the Northerncirkel, & the 5*- Cir- 
culis AntarQicus,the Soutrhern cirkel : theſe arc ſituated 2 3 de- 
grees 314 minutes, the one from the Northern, and the ochcr 
from the Southern pole or diameter of the world, and are 
through the circumroxation of the heaven, deſcribed from the 
Pole of the Zodiak , or the courſe of the Sunne, The ancicnt 
& moſt skilful Aſtronomers underſtand by the Circulus Ar&i- 
cus not onely<his which is deſcribed z bur ſuch a circkel whole 
halfDiametcr orline which gocth through the midle point is 
evenas much as the heyght of the pole from every place, com- 
prehending alwaycs thoſe ſtarres which before the heyght of 
every landnever goc under, in which regard this circk«lin all 
countiey$ Which differ in breath, doth differs as alſo from An- 
taricus: butin the aforclayd deſcription wee follow the com- 
mon manner off the deſcribers off countreys The carth is allo 
through the aforenamed 4 laſt circkels , divided in 5 great rc- 
gions, by the Grieck called Zonas, or girdels,becauſcthat they 
in the form of girdels doc compaſlc the globe ofthe canh. The 
firſt thereofis environed or encloſed within the Northern circ- 
kel, and beareth the name ofthe Northern colde region. The 
ſecond is called the Southern colde region , running round a- 
bout the Southern Pole within the Southern circkel. The 
third, being the middelmoſt amongſt them all, is called the 
barren and hotregion,, and is ſituated betweene twe Circkels 
ofthe Cancer or Crab, & the ſigne of Capricoraus. The 4'* is 


ſituated betwixt the Northern Circkel and the Circkel ofthe 
Crab, andis called the tempered Norther Region. The laſt 
called the Southerne temperate region, is ſituated betwixt the 
Circkel of Capricornus and the Southerne Circkel. The olde 
Philof and Deſcribersof countreys did ſuppoſ: thar off 
thele few the two temperate alone where inhabited, and that of 
the other three , the two colde ones colde not be inhabited, in 
regard of the greatintolerable colde, & the barren hor region, 
in regard of the burning heat ofthe Sunne, But time in cons 
cluſion hath produced, the truth thereof: ſeing we have ex- 
pm_ about 1 50 jears hence thatthey all are inhabited , 

the colde leaſt of all, as Greenland, Yiland, Lapland, the 
utmoſt parts of Norway andſuch like countreys. Experience 
likewiſc hath taught us that in the barnen , hotregion the hcat 
is not untolerable, neither doth it burne in ſuch a manner as the 
Ancient conceived : fith thereare found many excellent fruit- 
full and ous Kingdomes, as Gennee , Athiope, Arabicn, 
Eaſt» Indies, the famous Ilands Sumatra, Java and Molucquen, 
as alſo Brefilien, Peru, Nicuw-Spaine, and other ſuch like 
countreys. 

For to have the right underſtanding of the ſituation of coun- 
treys , wee mult knowe thatthe deſcribers ofthe earth calcu- 
late the ſame according to the degrees of length and breath. 
Thebreath of places (which isalwayes a like at the height of 
the Pole) is accounted from the midle line to be twotold , 
Northward or Southward tothe number of nincty. The length 
is accounted from the Meridian-line , which runneth over the 
Picode Taydain the Iland Tencriffa , along de midlc-linc to- 
wards the Eaſt, tothe number of 360, as for example, Am- 
ſterdam is ſituated 524 fromthe midle-linc towards the North, 
which is the breadth or the Poles heigth of the ſame city , and 
inthelength 23 degrees» becauſe the ſame doth agree with 
ſuch adegrec of the £quinoQial, calculating fromthe aforc- 
ſayd Meridian, De Cabo de Bona Eſperancas ſituated onthe 
breadth Southward from 344 degrees, andinthe length from 
42 degrees. The countreys or cities ſituated under the lame 
lcngth , have alwaycs at 0c time and moment alike midday , 
andalike hourec of the day : as when ir is noonctide at Amſtcr- 
dam, then it is alſo noonetide at Bergenin Norway, at Lions 
in France, at Algicrsin Barbary , and{uch like places fituated in 
one length. But thoſe which are ſituated under (cyerall degrees 
oflength , differ likewiſ in the calculation of houres; ſo chat 
when it is midday in the forenamed places , then it is a Bantam 
in the land Java 7 hourcs and 12 minutcs in the afternoone , 
becauſe the ſame city is fituated 108 degrees in the length to= 
wards the Eaſt, for differs every 15 degrees one houre ; bur 
inthe city Lima,lying in Pcru,itis 6 houresin the fore-noone, 
becauſe the lame city is ſituated inthe length about 90 degrecs 
towards the Weſt, as Amſterdam. Thoſe alſo which arc fi- 
tuated under the like breadth orhcigth of the Pole , have al= 
wayes alike Icngth of dayesand nights: this isalſoto be under- 
ſtood, that thoſe who hve on the ſouthſide of the midlenline , 
have the ſhorteſt day, wheawe have the longeſt : as they have 
the Winter when we have the Sommer, and we the Winter, 
when they have the Sommer. Butthey which are ſituated un- 
der an uncqual breadth or heigth of the Pole, have alſo unc- 
qual length of dayes and nights: for the farter a place is (iruated 
from the midle-line, how the longeſt day is greater there , and 
the ſhorteſt les. As for example they wol live under the £qui- 
noRaal line, have day and nigt thorough the whole jeare alike 
long, withoutchange. They who live onthe breath of 3 0 de- 
gre. s,have the longeſt day almoſt of 1 4 houres : onthe breath 
of 5adegrecs,the longeſt day hath ſtifly 16 houres. Under the 
Northern Circkcl , which wee call Circulcs Aricus, doth not 
the Sunne onthe longeſt day, ſct or goe under the Horizon. 
On the btcadth of 7o degrees doth not the Sunne [etin 6.4 
daycs: and fo followingthe longed dayes anareaffe till under 
the Pole, whcrein the whole jear not more is then one Cay and 
one night , cach continuing one halfjcare, 
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Further more the Earth is divided ad this day in two great” 


firm lands and parts - in A1riquam or olde and Nova Or new 
America » calledthe new W orlde. The firſt called the olde 
Worlde;, becauſeit was onely knowne tothe Ancient, have 
the ancient Deſcribers of the Earth divided againe intrec parts 


rowit, in Europa, Aſia and Africa. 


UROPA asſome wil have it » hath its name fromthe 
Dochterof Agen, or King of Syticn, raviſhed by Jupiter, 
which others eſtceme to be fabulous, ſuppoſing that the Ori- 
cinall of thisname is unkowne. Theterritorics of Europe in 
the Weſt are the great Zea, in the ſouth the Mediterranean 
Zea, in the Eaſt the Archipelage, Pontus Euxinus, or Mzxotis 
Palus , andtheright line aſcending thither wards the Nord to 
the River Dwynaſrom whence the Ys=Scadoth waſhe againſt 
Europe. Albcit this partofthe Worlde be very ſmall in reipeR, 
of the other parts ofthe Earth, yet not with ſtanding itis com- 
mended above all other Countreys for its fingular vertuct, & 
ſpccially for the wholeſom and temperateayr, the fruytfulnes 
ofthe Earth,& abundance ofall other neceſſarics for the main- 
tcnance of Mans-life; being watered with many fayre Rivers, 
and furniſhed with che a and colde watcr-veynes or ba- 
things, cffcual and fit for the expelling of ſeveral diſeaſes. 
Here grow no drups not precious ſtones, but abundance of 
Korne, Wine and als ſort of fayr tree-fruyt. Here are few crucl 
and p:rnitious beaſts, buttame Creaturesina greater multitude 
and tayret then one where. Thoug that which this Countrey 
doth moſt boaſt of, is the great multitude ofits fayre, welbuilt 
& populous cityes » whichare here farre more in number,then 


in otherparts ofthe carth. Europe hat formerly through the 


Monarchy of the Grecians and Romans, ruled as a Queene 
over the Countreys of Aſia & Africa : al ſhee yer doth at this 
day through the Moſcovitcrsand Turckes , as alſo throug the 
Caſtilianen, Portugals and Hollanders , who havedominion 
over many places, countreys» Ilands, andpotent Cities the- 
rein conteyncd, and whodoc ſubdue under theyr obedience 
almoſt whole America. 


» PAYNE isthe Weſtern, & therefore alfothe firſt King- 
dom of , of thcir inhabitans called Eſpanna, within 
nameas allo the People have theyr denomination and deriva- 
tion of certayn Province in Afia, in former time called Pania, 


of pan who was Lord ofthe fame. Spainis on all the 4 parts / 


or (ide cnvironed with the Zea, except onthe North-caſt- 
korner which is compaſſed about with the Pyrenian hils, for a 
ſeparation from Frans. 't Is a wonderful bleſſed countrey , nor 
onely inreſpeof fruytful ground , but allo of an healthy ay- 
re ; thence it is that there isſo faire a growth of Oyle, Sugar, 
Figs, Raiſons , Oranges , Lemmons, Citrons, Pomegranats , 
Kappers,and other medicinal hearps ; and above all ſuch ſtrong 
and delicate forte of Wine as any where arc to be had. The 
worldly goyernement of Spayne conſiſteth in a King , never- 
theles he doth not condkle of any nomentany affairs without 
the adviſe ofthe 12 , whoonewith an other make up the high 
Counſcl. The Ecclefiaſtical governement conſiſtethin Arch- 
Biſhops and Biſhop; the firſt are ten in number, the other 
more thenvifty. Spainin our time is gotten under one King, 
which was never ſienbeforc in 800 yeares, notwith ſtanding 
conteyningh 16 ſcycral Kingdoms as may be ſcene in the 
Spaniſh Titels: but Caſtilicen or Caſtilie, Arragon and Pony- 
al are the chiefeſt , under which all the other reſort. 


RRAGON hath its denomination from the Province 
A Tarroconenſis, in which it is ſituated , or from the city 
Tarragona. Its head or Mother-city is Saragoſſa , in former 
time called Czfar ſta, placed onthe river Ebro, In the 
midſt ofthis Kingdome is Monſon founded, wethcr the King 
once in three year doth reſort in his owne Perſon, for the 
receyving of his revenues. 

The third krowne of S conteyneth the Kingdoms of 
Portugal and Algarven ; Portugal is laſt of all joyned unto the 
other Spaniſh Kingdoms. 'tIs ſuppoſed that the revenues of 
the Kingdom __ jearly two Millions of Ducats, whict 
wealth doth mo ariſe f from the greattrade which the Portu- 
gals drive upon Ginee , Braſil, and Po Indicn; but the 
countrey is alſo fruytfull in it ſelf, affording many fortes of 
Wine, Oly, and other commodities. The mayne Cityof 
Portagal is Lisbon, fſiruatcd on the River of Tajo, anexcel» 
lent and great City of Marchandiſc, 


RANCE, the noblcſt fruytfulſt and moſt potent King- 
dome of Europe, hath its name from the Frankes,a people

Greece or Grieckland hath alimoſt innumerable lands, 
among whichthe greaſt and moſt famous , is, Candia, in for- 
mer time called Creta, affording very precious and delicate 
Wines, Moſcadeland Malveſti, Curtens, Scarletdic, Sugar, 
Criſtal , goat-skins , Oyl, Hony, Wax, and healing hearbs, 
The chicfeſt llands of Europe, fituated in the great Sea,arc, 
_— Yrelandand —_—_ Brittaine (which certaine yeares 
ence iS happily reduced under one Kingdom) was here to fo- 
re divided in Engeland and Scotland. 
E N GLAND which with Scotland maketh the greateſt 
land of Europe, bearing abundance of whcat and 
other ſort of Korn, and beautified with many rivers whercin is 
plenty offish, hath many commodious havens : alſo mincs of 
Gold,Silver, Lead, lron,and eſpecially much precious Tinne : 
There are ſeveral ſortes of creatures, ( ſerving for the ſuppor- 
tance of Man ) and chiefly a great multitude of fine Wol-bea- 
ring » Which i is the right golden fleece of this Ro- 
yal {land. Thechieſciry of whole Engeland is the glorious city 
London, ſituated on the River Teems , with a bridge over it, 
which is accounted one ofthe fayreſt of Europe, From herce 
come ſevcral forts of Wollen clothes , Saffron, Tinne, Lead, 
Wheat, Baatly, Bear, Dried herriogs, and Sca-kolcs, 
S COT LAND compaſſed round about with the S:a , 
cxcept 0n the South where it boundeth on Engeland, is 
not ſo fruytful, hath notwirſtanding all neceſſaries for the twp- 
portance of life. The chicfcity is Edenbourrough, Scotland 
affordeth many fortes of courſe Wollen clothes : Wool z 
Malt, Hides , Fish and Stone-Kolcs. 


Y ERLANDisfuloflakes & ſtanding Pooles, hath good 
fat paſtorage , allo abundance of rame and wilde Beaſts. 
This lland hath an healthy ayre, beareth no venomouſthing. 
The inhabitants arc rude wilde Peoplebut through the con- 
verſation & governement of the Engliſh begin to be more & 
more tamed, On the ficlds grow gras,wherc in goe mas 
ny kic & theep, bur arc ſomwhat lefle then in other countreys. 
Y ZLAND is in length about hogdert dutſch miles, for 

the molt part unbuylt and hilly, in the valleys is much 
katle and gras, there groweth no Korne'or other trees then 
bark and Junipertrees. The inhabitans make bread of beaten 
fiſh,wont to water, but mixc it now with Korme, which 
is brought to them from ſorreyne places. They live molt , in 
cavcs or holes under the carth, and account the Mountaines 
for theyrcitics , make theyr houſes of fiſh-bones. They inthe 
Eaſt-countrey dcale much for-YUland,and exchange ther come 
moditics for brimſtone,ery Fiſh, Roct, Butter, Skins of wilde 
and came Bcalts, white Faulkes, Horſcs, and other commodi- 
ties. In this Countrey are two Bisſhopricks, Holen and Schals 
holt, which have ſome Nunnecrics under them. Hers as alſo 
in other Northern parts are found many white Bcares , which 
arc cxcecding fierce and crucl. 


SIA the ſecondpart ofthe olde World, is inthe Weſt 

A divided from Europe throug the Rivers the Don and the 
Dwinazfrom Africk th the narrownes,betweene the Mc 
diterrancan and the red z on the Eaſt it ſtretcherh ro the 
Chinceſch or Eciſch , onthe North to the Scyrith, and on the 
South to the Indiacn Sca, lt doth farre ſurpaſſe Europe and 
Africk, as alſo otherparts ofthe World , in largenes, _ , 
_ en- 


plenty of ſpices , precious ſtones, Koſily Pearles, and other 
rarities. T his part ofthe world hath bin in all formertimes the 
moſt famous ; for from hence aroſe firſt all dominions, where 
by the world hath bin governed. Man hath bin there firſt crea- 
ted of God, placed in Paradijs, ſcducedthroug Satan, and re- 
dcemedthroug Chriſt our Saviour. Herealſo hapned molt all 
that hapnedin the oldey& eſpecialy that inthe new Teſtament. 
All the Countreys of Afta are divided in fix parts : where of 
the great Duke of Muſcovicn doth poſſeſſea part ; the ſecond 
is under the Tyranny of the great Turk, the third under the 
Power of Tartarians; 4*: under the Dominion of the mighty 
King of China; the 5* are the rich Countreys of Indien, and 
the 6* and laſt part is under the command ot the Sophi, or 
King Perſien. To Afialikewiſe appertaine an innumerable mul- 
as of Ilands, among which rhcſearc the chiefcſt Cyprus in 
the Mediterranean S:a, furthermore inthe Indian Sea, Zeil n, 
Sumatra, Java, Borneo, Cclebes , Moluccen, Banda , Gilolo , 
Luconia and Japan. 
Of Muſcovia wee have treated here to fore inthe Deſcription 
of Europc,ſith the moſt part thereof is fituatcd in Europe. 
That which the great Turk doth poſſeſie in Aſia, areall the 
Provinces of Natolia (formerly called Afiathe lefſe) ſmall Ar- 
menia,anda partofa great Armenia, Diarbech (in former time 
Mcſopotamia) Syria and a great deal of Arabia. The chicfelt 
Mart-townesin theſe Countreys are » Trapeſonda, Aleppo , 
with the Sea-havens Tripoli, Amon, Damaſco, Baruti and 
Mecha. Theſe Counttey affoard much filk , Taſti , Damaſts, 
Turks Groggrein, Kotton and Scarletdic. The other part of 
Arabia rcſorteth under ſcverall Kings, there in is ſituated the 
famous city Aden: from thence come very fayre Pearles; the 
unfeygned Palzem-Oyl, Franckincenſe , Myrrhe, and ſuch- 
like commodities. 
ARTARIE arc in one name tearmed all the Coun- 
treys,fituated, with alarge and confuſed comprehenſion , 
Eaſtward from the Eaſtern Occan, betwixt the Northern Yz- 
Sea and the Southern Countreys» as China, that part of In« 
dicn without Ganges , the River Oxus, the Caſpian and Meo- 
tian Scato Moſcovien weſtward. The inhabitans are called 
Tartarians, who are ordinarily ſtrang ; ſtout and bold People, 
and who caſely ſuffer hunger , heat , and cold. They have no 
Citycs,villager nor houſes, but dwel by companyes (which they 
call Hordas) with wives , childern and cattel (in tabernakels & 
tents inthe ficlds) now here, to murrowelſewhere , whereſoc- 
verthey finde good paſtorage for theyr cattle, towit. Oxen, 
Sheep, Horſes and Kamels, with whoſe fleſh , blood and milk 
ey falains themſclves. Theyr Prince one or the greateſt Po- 
rentates of the Earth.they call Cham (that is Duke) ro whome 
they thew ſingular obedience. 


HIN A whichis accounted the greateſt , powerſulſt, & 
richeſt Kingdomeof the whole World, is compaſſed on 
the Eaſt and South with rhe Oricntall Ocean , which the An- 
cient named Marc Eoum ; onthe weſt with India and Bramas ; 
and on the Northitis joyned with Tartary , where the Kings 
havedivided it with an admirable wall of 400 milcs in length , 
buyltberwixt the hils. Iris divided in 1 5 Kingsdoms or great 
Provinces, they have cach a Prince or King of theyr owne,who 
againc ſubmit themſclycs all unto ane ſupream King ; who is 
able (according to the relation ofthe Portugals)in time of war- 
re tobring in rhe field moor as 300000 Footemen and 200000 
Horlemen. It is very fruytful ot Korne, kattel, tame and wile 
de: it hath alſo mines of precious ſtones, gold , kopper , iron, 
ſtecl and pcarls and ſpecialy there is great abundance of ilk : it 
conteyneth great migry citities , which alſoare very populous. 
Of the great and glorious city Paquin ( wherethe King hath 
his reſidence) are almoſt incredible things written, The inha- 
bitans are very witty and utle , incespecially in ManifaQuurs , 
they make wagons with which they layle over Land, as with 
ſhips in the Zea, Theart of printing and making of picces of 
ordonances hath bin by them farrc ſooner in uſe as by us. They 
have good civil lawes, according to which they live ; butthe 
truc knowlegde of God they want, ſich they are heathens,and 
adore Sun, Moone, and other idols, jca the Divcl hunſclf, leaſt 
he doc them any evil. The principal commodities which come 
out of China, ate, gold, precious ſtones , musk , rhubarb, the 
root China, finc carthen platters, abundance of filke,ſugarzrijs, 
cotton, linnen and kornc. 
N DIEN ſituated betwixt Perfien, the hil Tauri, China,& 
the Indian Sea, is (as all writers Witnes) the beſt and nobe- 
leſt Countrey on Earth, or which produceth the beautifulſt & 
beſt fruit, 2s wel thoſe which ſerye ok Mans ſuſtenance a plea» 


| ſure, Ttrepleniſheth the whole World withis precious ſtones 


and pcailcs, koſtly ſpices, medicinal drugs and $, in 
ſuch a manner thart {if Paradys where no where to be had) this 
whole Countrey might bercarmed a terreſtrial Paradys. Many 
Kingdoms and rich countreys arcthercin c__ » asthe 
Kingdom of the great Mogol, which is properlv Indien, Cam- 
baja, Orixa, Bengala, Aracan, Pegu, Malacca, Siam, Tipura , 
Gouro, &c. Calicut, fituated in Malabar, wont not fince 
to bethe chiefcity ofwhole Indien,whichat this time is called 
Coa: here hayc the Deputy of Portugal, the Arch-Bisſhop, 
the Kings Counſel and the Chauncellors theyr refidenee, co 
commaundoverall the Quarters ofthe Eaſtparrs appertayning 
tothe King of Spayne. Amang many ſtrange thing and trees 
which growin Indien, are the tree de Rais and the tree Trilte 
very wonderfull. The tree de Rais or root-tree groweth firſt 
from below as other trees doc, but ſpreading its branches,they 


grow ſul of ſprigs and roots, which bowing & growing down- : 


wardtotheearth, atlaſt grow faſt there and rake root, andin 
progres of time grow ſothick as the firſt root, ſo that they are 
hardly to be diſcerned one from anoter : out of which againe 
others roundabout grow to an innumerable number; ſo that 
ſuch trecsin time ſpread themſelves in a round circlean Italian 
mile farre ; and not onely that the lowes branches thruſt theyr 
twigs & rootes downwards (which afare of is as a deal of han- 
ging hemp) butalſo the uppermoſt higheſt , in ſuch a manner 
thatone onely tree makethacloſe wood. 

De Arboretriſte or the ſadtree, ſo called, becauſe hedoth 
not flouriſh by day but alwayes by night; a ſtrange thing to 
behold. Asloug asthe Sun is not ſcr, this tree appeareth as 
withered , and when the Sunne is ſet, there is no bloſſom to be 
ſecn onit; butpreſently an halfhoure after » it is asfulof bloſ- 
ſomsas may be, very faire to behold, andof an cxceding plea 
ſantſmel, and contimicth fo the whole night : but as ſoone as 
the day and Sunne returneth, doe all the bloſſoms fall of, that 
there remaynethnot one on the tree, and cover the Eatth,and 
the leaves thut themſelfs half , ſo that he ſeemeth to be withe- 
red and dead; this continueth til evening, then it beginneth to 
get bloſſoms as before, and continueth fo the whole year. 


P ERSIA very famous in reſpeR of the 2 Monarchy, 
comprehendeth many Countreys and Provinces, isa very 
potent rich countrey, and is governed by the Sophi, who 
(though he be a Mahumeriſt ) warrceth continually againſt the 
Turck for the religion of Mahumct, and that inreſpeR ofthe 
ſeveral expoſitions of the Alcoran. Out of Perfiaare brought 


; precious ſtones, Oriental Pearls, the cordial fone Bezoar , 


much filk-work , and very tay: Horles. 


The nobeleſt & fayreſt Pearls which are found inthe whole 
Eaſt , and whichare called the right Oriental Pearls, arc found 
inthc Gult of Perſia , berwixt. Ormus and Bafſora , inthe Pla- 
ccs of Bare in Caryffa, Julfar & other places thereabout, Theſe 
are fished by Divers, which are therein experienced, going ten, 
twelff, twenty and more fathoms under water , 'and prowe in 
Oiſters, which the Dippers (being naked) grablc fvifly on 
the bottom, and with a ſmall baskef, which they have bound 
about theyr body bring them with themabove water ; bei 
laydin the Sunne, they goe open oftheyr owne accord , -. 
therein are found the Pearls, 


7. EY LAN is one of the beſtand fruytfulſt Ilands which 
arc knowne at this day, the Earth is there alwayes green, 
and the trecs load ened with bloſſems and fruit, _ ine the 
fayrcſt Oreng appels, Lemmons, Citrons, and vhlike fot 
The beſt Cinamon groweth here with hole bonſhes. This 
pleaſant fruit is the ondermoſt or ſecond rind of tree, is cut 
of in ſoure ſquare pieces , is ofanaſch=colour, being laid in the 
Sunne and rould uptogether, it becommeth red, and inthree 
years after the trees have theyr rinde or bark again. Beſides 
many other creatures there are multitude of Elephants, which 
are (uppoſed to ſurpaſſe all Elephants of other Countroys in 
wit and nobilite. 

Weſtward from Zeylan are ſituated the Ilands Maldivia » 
more (as is reported) theneleven thouſand in number, which 


are moſt inhabited , and ſome for theyr lownes notinhabited : 


here are ne& much other commoditiesthen Coques,, thatis, 
Indian nuts, and theſc in ſuch abundance, that the Inhabitants 
doe wholy maintaine themſclves with them, & the leye almoſt 
whole Indien, - Therind , or, that which fitteth aboutthe fhel 
of this nut is the hemp of [ndien, where of they make kabcls & 
all ſortesof ropes. They make theyr Ships of the wood of this 
tree , and ſewe them together with madeof this aforc- 
namedrind , withoutthe uſe of aniron needle; The leaves of 
4 the 
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the tree they uſe for theyr ſayles. Inone word, the ſhip withal 
its appurt: ee waall merckandive whe with 
iris edisall of this onely date tree, which maintayneth 
allthe Inhabitarits oftheſe Ilands. - 


UMATU KR A which informer times ( according to the 
þ "oma pr np was wont to be called Taprobana, is 
under ſeverall Kings : of all theſc is he of Achem the 
moſt potent. Here groweth (beſides ſeverall other ſpices) plen- 
ty oy good Peper. Alſo there are mines of ſeyerall mettals, 
W the Inhabitants make good peeces of Ordonnance. 
Here are found very big Elephants , which being tamed, aje + 
very fitfor warre » they havetheyr reſidence in the woods , by 
whole troupes: here is alſo to be ſeen the creature Rhinoceros, 
thearch-anemy ofthe Elephant, and thovgit be farrleſle, yet 
notwith ſtanding it dare enter battle with it : it doth whet its | 
hornes againſt the rocks, and thereby endeayoureth to teare 
up the bclly of the Elephant, Many judgeittobetheright 
Unicorn. What ſocver part of body this creature hath , but 
eſpecially the horne , is accounted very precious forthe cxpel- 
ling of all venome. 
AVA is very fruitfull of ſeverall ſpices and Indian fruyts » 
eſpecially here groweth great plenty of Pepper. Is divided 
among many Kings,of which the great Mataranhe of Bantam, 
andhe of Tuban arethe mightieſt. They who dwcl on Sca- 
ſhore are Mahumetiſts,in the Countrey they are heathens, On 
Javathe Hollanders have buyle the city and ſtrong fort Batavia 
where formetley Jacatra hath bin ; itis the chiefeſt Colonic & 
relidence of the Goyerncur. 
B ANDA isa ſmall Iland, but very famous;for here alone 
and on ſome Ilands thereabout grow all the nutmucks & 
Mace, which arc diſperſed in 
The trecs on which the nutmeks grow are ſomething alike the 
of perſick-trec, onely that they areſmallcr. The nut- 
meks are covered with a threefold (hel orrinde : the ourmoſt is 
as the green rindes of acornes : when theſeare ripe , they divi= 
deor te themſclves aſunder, and then there is tobe ſcene 
arindor baſt , like a ſmall net, where with the fruit is compal- 
ſcdabout, fayrered of colour, like unto (carler, pleaſant of ligr, 
which wee call Mace or the blom ofthe nurmek. When the 
fruit is ripe and groweth drye, the Mace breaketh forth, and 
becometh then an Orange couler. The third rinde or ſhel is 
ſome what harder & mas thenthe former; as the acor- 
ne-nuts, ſafe that it is blackiſh , and that being opened , the- 
rcin'wee find the Nutmek. Three timesin the jeartheſe trees 
afforde ripefruir, to wit in Auguſt, in December, and the beſt 
and moſt in April. In Banda isto beſecne a wonderfull bird , 
which they call Eme , being almoſt once as big as a Swan , ha- 
ing black feathers, but no winges nor tong » above its headit 
a or ſhield » as a ſhell-crab, he dothproteR and 
defend him ſelf with his ſtrong hookes, ſtriking behind him as 
a horſe. He deyoureth all thatis caſt before him, thoug it were 
apples as big as a fiſt, and that which is moſtto be admired, bur- 
koles and preat pieces ofice. In the year 1 596 havethe 
H Ships brought ſucha birdalive at Amſterdam, for an 
admirable rarity. 

The llands of Moluccen, fituatcd under the £quinoQial li- 
ne, and a little towardsthe North ( thoug they be ſmall) are 
notwith-ſtanding famous over the whole world , inregardof 
cloves which growe onely in thefe places ; and are vijfnumber, 
to wit , Ternate , Tidore, Motir, Machianand Bachian. The 
trees on which the cloves grow, are like the laurel-trec or bay- 
tree in bignes and faſhion, oncly thatthe leaves are ſmaller ; 
like noto thealmond or willow-lcaves, they have many twigs 
andplenty of flowers, which firſt are whitc,afterward green, 
and at the laſt redand ſomewhat hard, and doe change in the- 
ſe fruit, which wee call cloves. Whentheſe flowers are green 
they have the moſt pleaſant ſmelabove all lowers inthe Worl- 
de. The flowers grow very cloſe together in great quantity on 
the utmoſt ofthe {prigs, 25 the berryes of the Myrtle-rree. 
Theſe lands afford very little tothe ſuſtenance of man life ; 
here growcth no rice nor korn; there are alſonocatle , but 
fewe oat and hens. Theyr bread they make of lometrees 
and roots, Onely intheſc Ilands arc to be f fig 
birde, which in ſtrange 8 beautiful feathers thall other 
birdsinthe World. 

FRICA, the third part of the old World, is divided 
from Europe through the Mediterrancan, and fiom Aſia

naria» Cabode Verde, S. Thomas Madagaſcar , & Sacotora. 
Out of Africa are brougrt in Europe, Gold, Yyoric, Eben-wocd, 
Aloc, the &.gyptian Balzem-olye , Mumia, Myrrh, Feathers, 
Sugar, Ginger, Daatsandſome Wines from Madera, and the 
Hands of Canaricn. 


ARBARY, thebeſtpart of Africa, hath on the South 

the mountaynes of Atlas ; on the Weſt,the Arlartith ; & 
on the North the Mcditerrancan Zea. Itisdivided intofcur 
Kingdomes, as Marocco» Fez, Teleſin and Tunes i: is wate- 
red with many Rivers, which flowing ont of the hils Aclas , 
Powreth out her waters inthe Mediterrancan Zea. The King- 
dom of Fez, which is farre forth the mighticſt of Barbary,hath 
its name derived from the Mother-city Fez , a fayr and popu- 
lous city partly environed with Walls and fortwith mountai- 
nes and rocks. It is reported that in the ſame are 7cochures 
ches, where of the Mother-church comprehendeth a large 
round place, baving 30 high and very ſpacious dores. Here 
grow ordinarily many daats, Oranges, Olives , Figs , and ſuch 
likefruyt, butnot mach wine. The Inhabitants zre white 
orjollow Morcs, commonly an upright and good , but dom 
and uncapable pcople, 
E G Y PT hathbin many years hence a famous Countrey , 

ſoadmirable fruytfal,when the River Nile doth but keepe 
ics ordinary courſe , and flowe 1; cubites over the Land, that 
the Poet Lucan doth highly extolit. The atorcſayd flood be- 
ginnceth commonly to encreaſe inthe beginning of June , and 
continueth 40 dayes: then it doth by litle and litle decreaſe, & 
as ſoone as any part ofthe Countrey runneth drie » they begin 
to calt theyr zeed in theearth, not ſtanding in need of rayne or 
any other humidry. The Egyptians have bin in former times 
very futtcland witty, great © woadarozbar Phyſicians , but 
excceding ſuperſtitious. 

The Pyramides , which arc reckoned among the ſeven mi- 
tacles of the world, where formerly ereQed in this place by 
theyr Kings, eyther for vayn glory and oſtentation of theyr 
great power and wealth, or to keepthe people inaQion that 
they mighe nor bertake them ſelves to ydelnes. 

E THIOPIA or ABISSINEN hath northward Ly- 

bien and Egypt ; towards the Weſt the River Nigar, and 
the Kingdom of Congo; towards the South the Macnsber- 
gen ; andtowards the caſt the Kingdoms of Mclinde , Maga. 
doxa and the red Sea, and though here grow but little korne, 
notwithſtanding it beareth much fruyt , unkowne to us, firſt 
for maintenance of Mans life. The Inhabirans arc Chriſtians 
have one King who by us is called Prieſt ſohn, butby them 
Acegue& Negus,that is Emperour and King : He writesthat 
he is of the houſe of David: table to rayſe ten hondert thou- 
ſend Menof warre, and goo Elephants, beſides a great num- 
ber of horſes and Camels, they have one Patriarch , whome 
they call Abuma , whois the head of the Clergii : have Cloi= 
ſters for Men and Women, but the Monkes as allo the Prie(t 
being married, muſt maintaine themſelves with theyr own la- 
bour and husban dry, They mixe the goſpel and the old Telta- 
ment among one another : circumciſe both male and female 
kind, and baptize them with water and fire; to wit, jn burning 
ſome tokens on theyr face; andthe baptiſin of water is yearly 
revewed by them, They keep allo lent; which conticucth 
with them 5 o dayes , with water and bread,and ſome of them 
with green hearbs, They have beſides thefe many other cerce- 
monies & ſuperſtitions to tedious to relate. 

ILEDUL GERID bearcth that namg from the palm 

ot Daat-tree, which groweth here in quantity, The [nha- 
bicants aredul & borſh , without any good lawes or manners. 
Alltheyr trade conſifts in dates and Marmelſtone , which they 
exchange with the Outlanders for Korne, which no where 1s 
lowed here. 

Hitherto we have ſhortly run overthe chicf Countreys ofthe 
Old World: now follow the New World of America , which 
in the diviſion ofthe whole carth, we place for the ſecond parr, 
which ordinarily is placed for the 4* part of the World, This 
C hath bin unknowne to the Ancient, and found in 
the year of our Lord 1497 by Americus Veſpuſius a Florentj- 
ne, after whome it is called America ; _— honour be 
not without reaſon attributed to Chrilt Columber of 
Gencvc, whoin the year 1492 firſt hath diſcouredit. Ir may be 
almoſt divided in two Ilands: (ith it js oncely with aſ(mal neck 
annexed unto Panama'and Nombre de Dios, The N —__—

E W- SP AYN conteyneth many Provincesand Na- 
tions of ſeverall languages, The chiefciry of this Coun- 
trey is Mexico, a Queen ofall the citics of the new world, Be- 
fore the Spanjards came hither, the number of the houſes were 
0000, and was fituatedin the midſt ofa great or large lake or 
andingh poolc, almoſtas Venice: but Ferdinandus Cortez , 
' who in the jears 1519and 1520. hath brought theſe Coun- 
treys under the command of the King of Spayn » hath tranſpor- 
ted thecity onthe ſhorc of thelake, and1s at he preſent a wel- 
buile ciry. The other principall cities nextto Mexico, arc,Com- 
poſtella, ( where the Bisthop hath his ſtool, and the Kings 
Council her reſidence, ) Colima or Purficatio, Guadalzjara , 
Mechoacan, Sacatula, and Civitas Angelorum, or the city of 
Angels. The commoditicswhichare tranſported hence unto 
other parts ofthe World, arc Gold, Silver , Pearls, Balzcm- 
Oyl , Concenille or Scarlet-dic , Salſaparilla , the 'rcat

LORIDA isplcaſantand indifferent fruitfull countrey. 

Heregrowe mulberrics,cherries,cheſnuts, grapes,medicrs 
and pruncs, Here arcalſo harts, goates beares, lceopards » and 
many other creatures; alſo peakocks, partridges, parrets, and 
manifold birds, which are yet unknown ro us. In the Rivers 
are many and ſeveral Serpents, and many Crocodils , which the 
inhabirants moſt continually ſcck to oppoſe. As forthe man- 
ners of the inhabitants , they are for the moſt part rude and not 
chaſt. They doenot let their Children learn na art nor trade , 
neither reprove them for their faults, From robbing and to 
keep that which they have tobbed as their owne,they make no 
conſcience. Every one nothwithſtanding hath his owne wife , 
and are yery jcalous, account no thing ſoprecious as the cu- 
rious colours of the feathers of birds. They doe beleeve the im- 
mortality ofſoules , but are otherwiſe Idolaters. 


ER U, the moſt famaus place of all Countreys in the 
F world; hath onthe North Caſtilia del Orozon the caft the 
hils ; on the South Chili; andon the Weſt the great Southern 
Zea. The prime city is Lima, othcrwile called Ciudad de los 
Reyes : there the Deputy hath his reſidence, alſo the Arſch- 
Bisſhop, having under him for Bisſhops-citics , Quito, Cuſco, 
Guamanga, Guanuco, Popoian, Gajaquil, Chacapoias, Porto 
Vecjo, Arcquipa, Plata, Trogillo,Charchy, S. Miguel & S. Fran- 
ciſco. This Countrey is temperate of ayr, very populous, and 
fruitfull of precious ſtones, bezoar-ſtone, Salſapariila,and elpe- 
cially of gold andfilver:for itis accounted for one of the richeſt 
in the world in regard of this acceptable and deſirable Metall ; 
which is alſo caſily to be conceived from the great treaſures 
which have bin many jears hence, and yet arc, conveyged 
thence, That which the Hiſtorians write of Peru is almoſt in- 
credible. Arabaliba , King of Pcru, when the Spanjaerts came 
firſt thither, & tooke him priſoner,offcred for his redemption, 
to fil up the place,where he lay impriſoned, with gold,ſo high 
as he ſtanding on his toes, where able torcach with his fin- 
gers;z the place was 22 feet in length, and 19 inbreadth ; or if 
they rather wold have Silver, he wold fil the place twice up to 
the top of the houſe. It appearcth alſo out of hiſtories, that the 
Spanjards in their firſt coming thither did cover the hoofs of 
their horſe with Gold and Silver, from Peruare tranſported in 
to Europe Gold, Silver, Precious ſtones, Beſoar-ſtone, Salfapa- 
rilla, and more other things ofan healingh nature. 


HI LI isalſolarg Countrey,rich of Gold, but as yet litle,. 
knowne, much leſſe conquered by the Spanjards, againſt 


which nation the inhabitans ( for the defence of their liberty ) | 


continually warre » whercin alſo they carre themſelves manly. 


R ASIL itowardsthe caſt and north about 
with the Sca : cowards the weſt & northit haththe large 
River of the Amaſoncs, and to the South de RiodelaPlate. 
This is avery pleaſant and fruitful Countrey, and of an healthy 
ayre. This Province is divided by the Forma into-g gou- 
vernments, which they call Capitanias,otherdoe reck on 14, 
to wit, S. Vincent, R.de ]enero, Porto Seguro, Spirito Santo , 
Itheos, Bahia, Sexcgipe, Phernambuco , Tamaraca, | » 
Kio Grande, Ciara, Maranhahon, and Para ; though ſome of 
theſe ſurpaſſe the bounds of Brafil. The inhabitants are called 
.Margajaten, Trabajaten, Ovetacaten, Tovoupi cn, 
Motpions , and rhany more : moſt all of themcrueland wild 
people , and catersof mankind. They goe ſtark naked , Mcn 
and Women : Adorne themſclves with feathers, they bore in 
thcirlips and cheeks great holes, in which they place certaine 
ittle tones or bones, which is of a terrible ſight. 1 hey are ſtran» 
gers to all civil governementand religion, they known neither 
honour heavenly nor earthly Gods : belceve notwi | 
the immortality ofthe Soules, and that thoſe who have taken 
priloners, killed caten many Enewics , live with their Fore-fa- 
thcrs in delight & dancing : and on the contrary that the flow 
are carricd away and rormented of the Aignan, that is, the di- 
vl, whodoth plangethem. They warre alwaycs one againſt 
another, the one Nation againſt the other : their weaponsare 
wooden ſpears or - 091 ay and arrows. Thcirenemies 
whome on both tides they take priſoners, they make fat as 
ſwine, and afterward kil them with many ceremonies, and 
being roaſted on their woodden grid-irons,cath thern up. The 
Margajatenare friends tothe Portugals, through whole con» 
verſation they by degrees are tamed, and made ſubjeR tolawes 
and Civil gouvernement beſides Brafily-wood, cotton & other 
things more,doth Braſil afford,more as other Countreys,great 
quantity offugar, which growethin long reedes or canes, theſe 
they breake, and grinde them with mils, afterwardfeerh or 
Log in ketles, and fo they draw the pleaſant ſwecrnes 
out of it, 

The principal llands ofthe new worldarc Hiſpaniola , Cu» 
ba Jenn and S. Juan de Porto Rico. Hiſpaniola is alſo cal» 
lcd S, Domingo, after $. Dominicus , to whoſe honour they 
have built there a ciry , which isthe head-city of all the reft ; 
there the Deputy of the King and the Bisſhop have their refie 
dence. It isal hilly , -burabovcall other aplealantand fruirfull 
Countrcy. Here growet great plenty of ſugar, Caflia Fiſtula , 
Matix, and great ſtore of the beſt ginger. Here are alfo 
mines of Gold and Stlycr, and from thence are brought 

dance of Hides. 


'S UBA isa long ſmall Iland , and alſo Mountainous, hath 
many prrooraig rivers. The Spanjards have built there 
wo cities, S. Jago,where the Bisſhop dwclleth,and Hayana , 
the Matt-touwn and havenof the Iland,very ſtrong,where the 
fleet zayling from the Weltindis to = doth ordinarily 
mect , and wayte for winde and weather for to zayle over. 
Some wont to cal for a fifth part of theworld Terra Auſtra- 
lis or Magellanica» the Countreys inthe South of the Streat 
Magellanes, but fith the ſhipping by the Hollanders to thoſe 
parts , but ſome few jears hence it known , that Tierra del Fuc- 
£0, by Magellancs called, is nothing than a heap of Ilands;and 
no firm land there about, which may be are the name of the 
5*- part ofthe world, Ithinke it ſufficient that I have touched 
it with theſe few words, except, two will call Terra Auſtralis , 
thoſe Countreys inthe South of Nova Guinea, whether the 
Hollanders moſt zayled in the jear 1644. and in theſe our 
Maps are called Hollandia Nova , and Nova Zelandia. Noth- 
withſtanding fith the Coaſts are but partly diſcovered, and that 
we have no geofthe inwards Countreys, wee ſhall 
as yet let them reſt under Aſia, til further diſcovery ; and com- 
mend ſuch a diviſion to our Poſterity , if wee by our life gaine 
no more knowledge. | 
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
